Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless • 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an International application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an application filed In the United States only If the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

35 U.S.C. § 102(e). as revised by the AIPA end H.R. 2215. applies to all qualifying references, except when the 
reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29. 
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2000. For such patents, the prior art date is determined under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as it existed error to the 
amendment by the AIPA(pre^lPA 35 U.S.C.§ 102(e)). P 



Claims 15, 19-21 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Zhang etal., U.S. Pub. No. 2004/0027291. 

Regaining claims 15, and 19-21, Zhang et al. disclose multifrequency antenna 
comprising: a plurality of nonconducting substantially planar substrates, with a 
conductive layer disposed on a surface of each planar substrate of the plurality of 
nonconducting substantially planar substrates; a first substrate (5) of the plurality of 
nonconducting substantially planar substrates, having a transmission line (4) disposed 
on a rear surface of the first substrate, and having a first conducting layer (1 ,2) disposed 
on a other surface of the first substrate (5), with the first conducting layer including a 
plurality slotted openings arrayed about an antenna axis (See fig. 10); a second 
substrate (6) of plurality of nonconducting substantially planar substrates, stacked on 
the first substrate (5), and having a second conducting layer (7) disposed on a surface 
of a second substrate of the second substrate (6), with the second conducting layer 
including a multiplicity slotted (7a) openings arrayed about an antenna axis (See fig. 
10); and a third substrate (13) of the plurality of nonconducting substantially planar 
substrates, stacked on the second substrate (6) . and having a third conducting layer (3) 
disposed on a surface of the third substrate (13)(See fig. 10). 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as sat forth 
insertion 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
, negatived by trie manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 17-18, 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable 
over Zhang et al., U.S. Pub. No. 2004/0027291 in view of Lee Y. et al., "Murtiband L5 
Capable GPS Antenna". 

Claims 17-18, and 22-26, Zhang et al. diclose all limitations of invention except 
for an edge-diffraction reflector attached to rear of the muttifrequency antenna, including 
at least two essentially circular, conducting plates and plurality of conducting cylinders. 
It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Zhang et al. to have an edge-diffraction reflector as 
taught by Lee Y. et al. The motivation for doing so would have been to provide an 
edge-diffraction reflector in order to increase suppression. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 16 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims, since the prior art of record and considered 
pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed a lossy- 
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dielectric-magnetic material for enclosing sides and rear of the multifrequency 
antenna. 



Reasons for Allowance 

5. Claims 1 - 1 4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
None of the references of record teaches or suggests a multifrequency antenna 
comprising, along with all the other claimed feature, a lossy-dielectric-magnetic 
material for enclosing sides and rear of the multifrequency antenna.
